It can be said of present Utility 
jurmiture that the quality of essen- 
thal materials is fair, but design and 
production 1s inevitably of a type 
requiring the absolute minimum in 
assembly skill and craftsmanship.

It is a matter of urgency that, 
before the men who know what 

cod furmiture ts and how a good 
piece of furniture should be made 
disappear altogether, their skill 
should be passed on to the vounger 
ypeneration 

It is a real and present danger 
that the skill, traditionally British, 
of cabinet makers and _ uphol- 
sterers will be lost to future 
generations. The only method 
which will prevent this is the 
reintroduction of a _ reasonable 
level of furniture production of 


such higher standards. 


8. Because of circumstances of a 
purely technical nature connected 
with the revision of the Utility 
Scheme in November, 1948, some 


branches of furniture production 
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had price levels fixed, resulting in 
a standard of quality appreciably 
lower than was regarded as desir- 
able for Utility furniture as a whole. 

Examples of this can be found in 


nursery furniture, dining-room 
chairs and kitchen furniture, and 
the B.FLM. feels that, in addition 
to examination of the problem as a 
whole, these classes of furniture and 
others in a similar category may 
need special treatment 

9. It is the opinion of the British 
Furniture Manufacturers’ Federated 
Associations that the present 
Utility Scheme has led to deterior- 
ation in standards of craftsmanship 
in all branches of the industry, and 
that the present policy is a direct 
encumbrance on the development of 
the export market 


Export Demands 

It is elementary that competitive 
price depends upon quantity produc- 
tion. The export market is inter- 
ested only in British furniture of 
the highest quality, and this was 
clearly demonstrated by exhibits of 
British manufacture at the B.LF., 
1950 

Furniture manufacturers have 
made strenuous efforts to capture 
the export markets, especially those 
in the dollar area, and the British 
lurniture Manufacturers’ Federated 
\ssociations desires to draw atten- 
tion to these efforts and the fact 
that furniture displayed at the B.I.F. 
and particular the display 
organised by the Scottish Furniture 
Manufacturers’ Association earned 
high commendation for its high 
standard of quality and design 

It is most earnestly submitted 
that the reintroduction to the 

home market of furniture of a 

higher grade than permitted under 

the present Utility Scheme would 
considerably benefit the produc- 
tion suitable for export. 

10. It is a significant fact that 
much of the export of furniture 
before the war was made through 
retail channels by means of selected 
pieces displayed in retail establish 
ments specialising in exports. All 
of this furniture pre-war was equally 
saleable in the home market, and 
this resulted in an adequate display 
of it and in its being readily avail 
able for export 

The fact that Purchase Tax s 
seriously restricts the sale of better 
quality furniture in the home mar 
ket prevents its display in retail 
establishments and places a serious 
obstacle in the way of the sale and 
supply of furniture suitable for 
export

INDUSTRY READY FOR 
REARMAMENT WORK 
A VERY interesting letter has 
l been sent by Mr. Mac- 
ALISTER Brexon, president of the 
B.F.M., to Mr. G. R. Strauss, 
Minister of Production. He tells 
the Minister that the furniture 
industry is ready, willing and 
equipped to play its full part in 
the rearmament programme. 
This is very timely advice. It 
may, we hope, prevent a recur- 
rence of the disorganisation that 
we saw at the beginning of the 
last war 
*%& %& At that time, when the big 
armament rush began, the furni- 
ture industry lost large numbers 
of skilled and semi-skilled 
workers to other industries which 


seemed more obviously and more 
directly concerned with the manu- 
facture of munitions and war 
stores. It was a long time before 
the furniture manufacturers were 
ordered, or even allowed, fully 
to mobilise for war production. 


When that time did arrive it 

was found, as we have said, that 
the industry had lost a serious 
proportion of its trained opera- 
tives... it was also found that 
those operatives, now in other 
industries, were doing exactly the 
same work for which they were 
wanted hack in the furniture 
factories. 
%* *% That must not occur again. 
We must resist any move that 
may mean losing our workers. 
And for that reason MR. BEXON’s 
declaration to the Minister of 
Production that the furniture 
industry is organised and fully 
equipped immediately to play its 
part in the present programme, 
as it did in the war, is very 
opportune. 

There must be no repetition of 
the mistakes of the past. We 
must see that we keep our own 
men to do the work in which 
they are trained .. . in our own 
factories. Any other course will 
mean another muddle which will 
hinder and hamper the rearma- 
ment plans.

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Hospitals Ask for Tax-Free 
Bedding: “Staggering” Cost 


OSPITALS are urging that they 
should be freed from paying 
purchase tax such essential 
equipment as bedding and sheets, 
and a member of the Bury and 
Rossendale (Lancs) Hospital Man- 
agement Committee has described 
it as “staggering ” that out of a 
total of £10,877 paid for bedding 
£3,036 was tax. To keep down costs 
the committee has been using 
Utility sheets. 

Following a protest to the Min- 
istry of Health against the burden 
of purchase tax on essential hospital 
equipment, the committee is now 
endeavouring to enlist the support 


of two local M.P.’s. The protest to 
the Ministry pointed out that rising 
prices had lowered the hospital’s 
expenditure ceiling, and a spokes- 
man commented :— 

“It is annoying to have to pay so 
much purchase tax, chiefly on 
important things such as bedding 
and linen, and then to be told by 
the Minister that you have to keep 
within your estimates, which have 
been reduced.” 

On a recent contract, hospitals in 
the South Manchester group paid 


£14,000 tax, and Mrs. Eveline Hill,

Carpet Shortage Hits 
Small Retailers 


Cuts Furniture Sales 


HE inability of small retailers 
to purchase carpets is ham- 
pering their efforts to sell furni- 
ture, Mr. J. Franks, proprietor of 
the Alexandra Furnishing Stores,

will buy furniture if I can sell them

My allocation was greater 
in 1946 than it is to-day.” 

Small retailers, Mr. Franks pointed 
out, are loath to boost credit sales 
of furniture owing to the fact that 
restricted profit margins leave no 
scope for bad debts 

“Moreover, the Hire Purchase 
Act is so biased in favour of the 
hirer that small retailers are greatly 
handicapped when it comes to push- 
ing credit sales,” he added. “ At the 
same time nine out of ten people 
are asking for credit.”

How Rings of Hove Won 


N October 29, twenty-one years 
O ago, with a staff of four and 
a capital of £214 (£200 of 
which was borrowed) a small shop 
opened in Western Road, Hove, in 
premises which had once been used 
for stables. 

This was the humble origin of the 
firm of Ring’s, Ltd.. of Hove, who 
are now famous, not only on the 
South Coast but in all parts of the 
country and even overseas, for their 
craftsmanship, service and fine 
furnishings. 

Their’s is story 
interesting reading. 

“To you 21 years ago may seem a 
long, long time, but to me it seems 
only yesterday we started our busi- 
ness,” says Mr. W. J. Ring, man- 
aging director. “ When | look back 
and think of our modest beginnings. 
our small staff and our one small 
workroom, | am_ thrilled to reflect 
that Ring’s have prospered into a 
furnishing house with, in addition to 
our establishment in Western Road, 
depositories, modern factory premises 
and a staff of loyal and responsible 
helpers numbering 65. My  co- 
directors Miss E. M. Venis, Mr. 
M. H. Stone and Mr. T. A. Reid have 
all been with me nearly 20 years and 
my daughter Miss June Ring has 
assisted me for the last six years.”

Early Struggles 


The original staff consisted of the 
present managing director, one sales- 
man, one fitter and one sewing 
woman. In spite of the limitation of 
capital they managed to array the 
showrooms with thousands of pounds 
worth of rare and beautiful fabrics 
which were secured on loan. As time 
passed they were able to add stocks 
of modern and period furniture and 
a display of carpets. The accent has 
always been on furnishings of indi- 
viduality and character, and this, Mr. 
Ring believes. has been largely 
responsible for attracting their ever- 
increasing number of customers. 

So rapidly did the business expand, 
and so busy were the staff, that the 
only available time for them to dress 
the windows was in the small hours 
of the morning—often under , the 
cautious eye of the law. 


An_ interesting fact about their 


Nation-Wide Fame 


premises is that when °Ring’s took 
over in 1929, the basement had the 
original eight-section Kentish bricks 
upon which were stabled the donkeys 
that plied for hire on the Hove and 
Brighton seafronts. 

To-day this basement, — greatly 
extended, covers 2,200 square feet 
and displays a large variety of repro- 
duction antiague oak furniture in room 
schemes. Above, on the ground 
floor, an area of 2,500 square feet 
is devoted to exclusive fabrics and 
high quality furnishings. The first 
floor, which is the same size, has a 
large carpet department and also a 
model show flat. Other showrooms 
display upholstery and French and 
lacquered furniture. 

The original workshop in which 
all upholstery, bedding, cabinet work, 
carpet sewing and curtain work was 
carried out measured only 27 feet by 
25 feet. Their present building in 
Queen's Road, Brighton, remembered 
by many as the Eye Hospital, covers 
an area of 11,000 square feet. This 
building with its tall, spacious and 
well-lit rooms is one of the most 
up-to-date factories in the country. 

Ring’s first transport facilities were

very makeshift. They consisted of a 
1913 Benz car, purchased for the sum 


of £12 10s., and converted into a van,— 


with a second-hand body costing 
about the same amount. This was 
a seven-gear vehicle with a top speed 


of 15 miles per hour and strongly ~ 


resembled a doodle-bug owing to its 
exhaust-spurting flame. The first 
porter on this van was Mr. Ring him- 
self, who took it in turns with his 
salesman to deliver goods. 

From these early facilities have 
grown the fleet of modern delivery 
vans, decorated in green and gold, 
which are a familiar sight not only 
in and around Hove—they may also 
be seen at least twice a week journey- 
ing to London, and in such places as 
Scarborough, Newcastle upon Tyne, 
Cardiff, Bournemouth, Eastbourne, 
Devon, and even as far north as 
Scotland. 

Before the war they were com- 
missioned to execute work in the 
Bahamas, India and New York, and 
had the honour of furnishing the 
state rooms in the ship which took 
the Governor-General and his family 
to Australia during the latter part of 
the war. 

To celebrate their twenty-one 
years of trading, Ring’s have pro- 
duced a birthday booklet telling the 
story of their achievements and 
illustrated with pictures of some of 
their fine room schemes. 

They also held a special exhibition 
to which they invited friends in the 
trade old-established clients.

ITH one main interest in 
common —that of selling 
contemporary furniture to the 
public — forty-three buyers and 


salesmen from furniture stores, 
ranging from St. Ives to Dundee, 
listened to Mr. Gordon Russell, 
director of the Council of Indus- 
trial Design, talking on “The 
History of Furniture Design” 
the first lecture given in the 
C.0.1.D. course for furniture 
salesmen at Attingham Park, 
Shrewsbury, last week. 
ESCRIBING the history of fur- 
niture design from the four- 
teenth century to the present day, 
Mr. Russell said he believed that 
only by studying the designs of the 
past and appreciating their mistakes 
could modern designers find out 
what was wrong with contemporary 


design. He thought that the history 
of design was very neglected by 
most designers to-day and that the 


furniture trade needed a comprehen- 
sive museum brought up to date to 
help them with research. 

The trouble with our design, said 
Mr. Russell, is that we have been 
living on the backwash of the 
perfection of 18th century designers 
In that period manufacturers were 
primarily interested in the product 
of the industry To-day the. 
thought too much of the financial 
side and not enough of the product 
thev were trying to sell. 

‘fT do not think,” he said, “that 
we should attempt to imitate 
designs which were made by another 
period for another type of com 
munity, but we should use that 
period as an attempt to signpost 
the wav for our designs.” 

After his talk, students were 
divided into” groups to discuss the 
subject and formulate questions 
which were put to Mr. Russell later 


“The standard of what is good 
or bad is rather obscure. If there 
is a wood standard, how do we 


discover it, and how do we convince 
the public?” was the first question 
asked 

Mr. Russell replied that the only 
way to appreciate standards was by

Manufacturers came in for a good 


deal of criticism, and Mr. Russell 
was asked if it was possible to 
increase the field of production of 
contemporary design. It was felt 
that there was not a large enough 
choice of designs being manufac- 
tured and that the delivery date for 
those that were available was so far 


in advance that it made selling 
difficult. 
Mr. Russell said that he agreed 


there were not enough manufac- 
turers making contemporary furni- 
ture, they did not belheve that the 
public required it, and it was up to 


the retailers to tell them. But he 
added that several manufacturers 
were doing experimental work in 


the field, which would probably be 
going into production in the future 

Students wanted to know the 
secret of selling contemporary fur- 


niture and were told that it 
depended to a large extent on the 
attitude of the salesman. “ The 


public doesn’t know what it wants,” 
said Mr. Russell. “If a salesman 
is used to selling another kind of 
furniture he cannot adapt himself 
to selling contemporary designs. 
The salesman who is most success- 
ful is the man who really believes 
in the superiority of the design, who 
knows all about it and is keen on 
selling _ it.” Sales, he thought, 
depended on the enthusiasm of the 
executives as well as the sales staff. 
It is no good marketing this kind 
of design just for an experiment, 
you must first of all believe in it 
and be convinced that it is going 
to be a success. 

Asked how carving could influence 
contemporary design, Mr. Russell 
said that he felt there was great 
scope for experiments. “We don’t 
want the carver’s trade to die out,” 
he added

This enabled them to do pro 
totvpe work for firms, and it also 
taught them to know the materials 
they would have to use and appre 
ciate the quality of the wood. “1 
should like to see that each factory 
in this country has at least one 
hand-trained craftsman,” he said. 

In reply to another question, he 
said that softer woods were, gener- 
ally speaking, more liable to be 
atfected by humidity, 

\fter examining hand-made work 
students were anxious to know why 
the dovetails made were so small 
Mr. Gregory replied that it was 
mainly for the design, but that smal! 
dovetails were equally as strong as 
large ones. “The strength of the 
dovetails hes in the number of sides 
in contact,” he said.

For F unction—Says Geoffrey Dunn 


“T DON’T believe that the public 
has no taste, | believe that 
they have lots of taste—provided 
they are shown the things they 
need in the right surroundings 
they will appreciate them,” said 
Mr. Geoffrey Dunn, director of 
Dunn’s of Bromley, and Member 
of the Council of Industrial 
Design, in his talk on “The 
Retailers’ Duty "—the last lecture 
in the C.O.1.D. course. 
“VRHE retailers’ chief duty is to 
raise the standard of them 
selves,” he said. “I think we are 
handling furmiture for this age 
Surely in every century firms have 
sold) contemporary articles, mad 
with contemporary technique, and 
contemporary materials. The reason 
for selling well-designed contem 
porary furniture is because it 1s 
designed to suit the needs of the 
present day.” 

Mr. Dunn warned firms not to be 
stampeded into accepting new 
designs. “When a piece of furm 
ture comes on the market, ask 
vourself what function it has 
Retailers must send out from their 
shops designs which are essentially 
of this country, designs which have 
been made to satisfy a real need 
and which measures up to the 
standards which we have built up 
through the years I like things 
which are beautiful but achieve a 
function. Things which don’t shout 
at vou and with which vou can vo 
on living for a number of vears.” 


He thought that the people in the 
north were not so well catered for 
as those in the south. In the south 
tastes move faster and people are 
quicker to accept new designs 
What the north needed was a 
manufacturer studving their needs 
and designing especially for them 

“Too often designers get 
out to the shops and what 
actually sells. I believe that manu 
facturers should send their designers 
around much more—this would 
mean that salesmen could influence 
taste. There should be a link-up 
between manufacturers and custo 
mers, and it is up to the salesmen 
to transmit to the manufacturers

Although they 
could sell a suite of furniture, few 
of them were able to help the 
customer choose the right acces- 
sories to go with their purchase 
and make suggestions for room 
schemes. 
M* HUNT believed that selling 
furniture was interior decorat 
ing by remote control. A salesman, 
he said, should be able to help his 
customer choose the furniture 
needed for a particular room and, 
a greater asset, know the art of 
arranging that furniture 

“In selling furniture we must try 
to visualise where it is going t 
live,” he said. “On the whole, 
customers welcome questions 
because they feel you are taking an 
interest in their problems and it 
also makes they themselves think of 
the details of the problem.” 

Mr. Hunt then gave a list of suit- 
able questions to ask customers 
“What timber is used in the other 
furniture in the room? Can vou give 
nie ap idea of the general colour- 
ing? What is the approximate size 
and height of room? What period 
is the rest of the furniture? Is 
the room used for more than one 
purpose? Is it used at night or in 
day time?”

An ideal way to learn the posi- 
tioning of furniture was to make 
small model rooms and plan one’s 
schemes in them.

He also 
thought that in future there would 
be a vogue for mixing contemporary 
and period furniture in room 
schemes.

the full-size machine will take.” 

While those comments are, as far 
as they go, true, it is a fact that the 
smaller furniture maker regards 
bench models with a much kinder 
eye. He will point out that they 
take up little space—an all-important 
feature in an overcrowded work- 
shop; they are portable, which 
means that they can be moved about 
to suit the jobs in hand or placed 
in some corner when not wanted; 
and they take very little power. 

The small maker's problems differ 
materially from those of his larger 
colleague. In the small workshop, 
a machine is verv often only called 
upon for certain jobs, and then left 
idle for a_ time With a large 
machine, this means an expensive 
outlav which is very often not justi- 
fied by the machine’s spasmodic 
use, but with a bench machine, the 
outlay is negligible, the running 
costs low, and it can be removed 
from the bench when it is. not 
wanted. 

Bench machines have another im 
portant part to play which is some 
times overlooked. They are 
for use in technical schools and 
woodworking courses where tlie, 
can be used to teach the principles 


of machine work. It is better to 
have a complete range of bench 
machines than to have just one or 
two full-size models, which is. all 
many schools can afford, and they 
take up little space in the class- 
room, 


Last week, | was given a special 


demonstration of bench machines— 
*Ahor” Handy Machines—which 
are made in France by S.E.M.LS., 
25 bis, rue Emile-Duclaux, Suresnes 
(Seine). 

The director of this firm, M. 
\rmand Hornstein, who is responsi- 
ble for this bid to interest the Eng- 
lish market, told me that there were 
no difficulties in importing these 
machines. 

3efore the demonstration | exam- 
ined a few of the models and was

impressed by their compactness, 
lightness and construction. They 
are small enough to be driven by 
motors from 4 h.p., but better re- 
sults are obtained with more power- 
ful motors. It is possible to use 
up to 1, 2, or even 3 h.p. motors 

A single motor may be sufficient 
to run two, or more, machines, and 
there is the additional factor that 
with such a lower-powered unit, it 
is possible to fix the motor with 
bolts and wing nuts which makes 
it easily movable from one place to 
another. 

The beds and frames of those 
French machines are mostly in 
wood, which, M. Hornstein told me, 
was selected and specially treated 
to prevent warping. Tables and 
some accessories are made from ply-

they only engage a minor portion of 
the collar slots. In addition to being 
decidedly unsafe, such cutters are 
objectionable as they tend to wear 
down the slots at only one end, thus 
producing a somewhat rounded slot, 
incapable of holding any knife 
securely 
The best way to obviate this trouble 
is to make sure that both cutters in 
each pair are of uniform width 
throughout their entire length and 
that the collar slots are free from 
excessive wear Some spindle 
moulder operators apply powdered 
resin to the edges or flat surfaces 
of the cutters to prevent slippage, but 
we do not consider it is safe to rely 
mn make-shift remedies of that nature 
The only safe method is to deal with 
the trouble at the source as outlined 
Trouble with the Planer 

TROUBLE frequently expen 
é enced by our planer operator ts 
stated to be a tendency for narrow 
and medium-width material to lead 
away from the fence in the process 
of machining At other times the 
machine ts mclined to swerve wide 
work around so tightly against the 
fence that one edge of each board is 
splintered or suffers other damage 
lease advise how these difficulties 
can be overcome? 

ig s suggested that the best way 

to prevent narrow and medium 

width boards leading away from the 
fence 1s to set the latter at a slight 
angle instead of parallel with the 
machine bed. In some factories it ts 
customary to set the fence approxi 
tnately 4 in. out of line for hard- 
woods 

Various reasons can be adduced for 
the tendency of the material to lead 
away from the fence, but the most 
likely causes are running the planer 
with the cutters blunt or improperly 
sharpened, or the practice’ adopted by 
some operators of adjusting the 
pressure bar excessively tight 

When the work tends to swerve 
twhtly against the fence, it suggests 
that the pressure bar is not adjusted 
to provide a uniform pressure from 
one side of the material to the other 
When wreater pressure is applied to 
one side or edge of a board than to 
the other, it is only to be expected 
that it will swing around. The same 
trouble can result if the bottom rolls 
ire not accurately lined up and set, 
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so as to prevent material from rubbing 
as it is fed through. Some operators 
claim that they get the best results 
by adjusting the second feed roll 
somewhat tighter than the first.

Steam Bending 


Ww should appreciate information 
on the steam bending of wood 
without elaborate machinery. We 
have only small quantities of work in 
hand and the volume would not justify 
the purchase of additional plant. 


ordinary types of bends are 
required they can be undertaken 
without machinery, but it will be 
necessary to provide a steam chest 
This can be easily constructed from a 
solid bench on which the bending 
former and jigs can be built. It will 
also be necessary to hold the former, 
which usually consists of a solid cast 
iron appliance which will require a 
heating furnace. The timber will 
require a flat steel flexible protector 
to prevent the outer periphery of the 
bending from fracturing. 

\fter the bending has been made, 
holding dogs should be applied to the 
work to prevent the wood from open- 
ing out until it is dry when it will 
stay in the bent form. The hot 
formers are handled by means of 
tongs, and the actual bending force 
applied by means of a suitable lever

Cutter Bevels 


there any generally accepted 
standard for bevels on spindle 
cutters? We have always understood 
that 45 deqrees 1s the correct bevel, 
hut it has been suggested by a very 
experienced operator that 60 degrees 
ts preferable 
HE bevel on cutters is governed 
almost entirely by the type of 
wood which is being machined with 
particular reference to its texture and 
moisture content. No general stan- 
dard can be set up where the varia- 
tions in material are so great. In 
general, it will be found that the 
bevels on knives vary from 30 to 50 
degrees. This variation can best be 
explained by mentioning that a 
different degree of bevel would be 
required for comparatively wet timber 
than would be the case where pro- 
perly air- or kiln-dried wood 1s being 
used 
There are other factors, apart from 
material, which affect the angle, such 
as the spindle speed and the angle at 
which the cutter is mounted between 
the collars with reference to the 
radial line. In cases where the cut- 
ters are slightly twisted in relation to 
the shank in order to ensure a shear- 
ing action to prevent splintering, this 
variation in angle must be taken into 
account in estimating the cutter bevel 
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During the process of making thick multi-ply sheets we 
can mould them to any furniture manufacturer’s own 
bow or serpentine shapes for doors and panels. We can
